eral months ago to Liberia tct make on in- 
vestigation for thu New York State Colo- 
nization society, bsa forwarded a report of 
bid labors,, which ia aow in the hands of 
too printer. He has studied the conditions 
existing in Liberia with care, as upon his 
report will dapend the future work of 'the 
loclety in Africa. 


Friends of the negro in the United 


States have, been atvaitiug the result of 
Professor Cook's inquiry, ft is sure to 
create a stir among church people aud 
foreign missions of all denominations. 
The following is from the advance sheets 
of Professor Cook's report: 


A chapter In the report Is devoted to a 


description of the slave trade. 
Tho pro- 


festor allcgc.s that many enterprising mis-; 
sloimrle?, too impatient to convert natives 
by the slow process of moral suasion, buy 
them as slaves at so much per head and 
thrust. Christiauity upon them. These 
missionaries, ho says, aro largely responsi- 
ble tor the dijmand which makes traClo in 
huuian bodies profitable. 


"Thoreis every probability," says .tho 


report, "tbat if only the good work goes 
on far enough we shall have regtthision 
slave, raid*, towns burned, the pooplo 
sluupliturccl nnd tho children carried.away 
to satisfy the demand.'7. 


Professor Cook says that his criticism 


of misslnnnry methods applies only to a 
minority of professional soul savers in 
Liberia. 
"It must be confessed," ho proceeds, 


"that pnrchaso is tho quickest way to 
stare a raUslun aehool. Let us obsocvo :v 
typical case. 
A missionary comes to Af- 


rica with the idea that the heathcu arc in 
a state of hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness. 
He, or more often she, flnds 


that the Itca then are in no such state of 
mind. 
It doos not take long for the gen- 


eral conclusion to bo drawn, that I he ma- 
ture natives are a perversetganeratton. and 
tho need of working along the educational 
Hues is realized. If a half civilized native 
is asked to allow his child the advantage 
of going to school, bis probable reply v?ill 
be, 'How much you gimme I let m.y_pick- 
nunlny learn book?' and tho missionary is 
face to face- with the fact that public senti- 
ment in Africa expects pay for accepting 
(.'duration and Christianity. 


'•The missionaries are themselves to 


blame for tho existence of this unfortunate 
fact, which increases many times the al- 
ready unomioua difficulties of doing really 
sufcossful work. In Africa. 
Too often tho 


missionary's foolish haste to get tho. good 
•tiilloJ the people has led him to buy it 
with presents. He got-s a temporary sem- 
libmco of what he desires and loses tho 
pa-uiibillcy of obtaining what are infinitely 
mure important to his work—the natives' 
rrvpeec and confidence. 


"Buying children is a part of tho sys- 


ti-m. 
The missionary soon finds tbat he

Shortly after- 
ward a person approached one of the resi- 
dent missionaries with a proposal to fur- 
nish the institution with 'students.'

suggestion that tho gentleman expected 
might prefer not to buy his pupils was 
met with the confident declaration, that 
'that would be the only way he could get- 
any.

•'It i.i not to bo supposed that tbo above 


facts nro applicable to all tho missionaries 
of the coast, or even ton majority of them. 
Those who havo the steadfastness and pa- 
tience to wait until they can become ac- 
quainted with the people and win their 
confidence havu no difficulty in getting 
nTau-rial to work upon. 


"ChHdreii.aro bought when zeal over- 


balances discretion, and the missionnrv 
docs not wait- to think that, apart from 
other considerations, having once begun 
buying, he will be expected to contimiu. 
Perhaps sowe board or society has great 
expectations which be Is anxious to justify, 
or hu must make a report and show a 
goodly nnmbcr in his school. Persons 
\7bowouldiwt ba trusted with children, 
no matter how long they mi/zbt stay in 
tho country, buy enough to make a report 
nn, nail thus deceive themselves and ilieir. 
Momls at home with tho iJea that t-hov 
are doing 'work.'• 


"Butwliat becomes of those children 


after they nru bought? T.'iey are, as a rail.', 
fit the iuii:«y of tho vicissitudes ami :em- 
par of tho missionary, and not in the 
churgo of some pirmawuc and wall orga- 
aizw.1 insr.itiitlon. Bo.vuiKl the iiiUsiosiitry 
who bought thorn, no c.no feels auy .special 
responsibility. The mi.-sioimry may die or 
return .home within n very few y'em-.s or 
months. Indeed one of thpsc-altcrnutivcs 
Is in this climate an early prob.-blllty, arid 
t-he child, now unused and ill iiclaptod Jo 
returning to native life, but wit bout hold 
on the civilized, is iu a truly pitiable state."

probably averted serious trouble, for they 
fell back as if fearing a volley from tho 
troops. 


One of the chiefs, however, rose from 


his seat near King Prempeh and uttered 
tome shrill words in a loud tone of voice. 
These were interpreted as saying that the 
Aslaautecs complained that the replies 
which their ambassadors had brought 
back from Great Britain had misled them, 
iud that the Ashautees, therefore, were 
not to blame.

Monroe doctrine, and of its application by 
the United States. He added: "JJotonly 
was the Monroe doctrine intended simply 
as a declaration of limited scope and pur- 
pose, but the .circumstances under which 
it was given to the world were far differ- 
ent . from those which, now exist, aiid 
under present conditions its assertion and 
maintenance to the extent claimed by jlie 
president have largely ceased to be of 
parampnnt importance. It was essentially 
a doctrine of self-defense, -promulgated 
-for our own preservation and for no other 
purpose." He closed by saying: . 
.. 


Whatever of advancement and of prog- 


ress for the human race .the centuries shall 
bring us must largely come, in my opin- 
ion, through the spread of the religion of 
Christ and the dominance of the English 
speaking peoples, and wherever you find 
-both you find communities where freedom 
exists and law Is.obeyed. Blood is thicker 
than water, and until some just quarrel 
divides us, which heaven forbid, may 
these two great nations . of the same 
speech and lineage and traditions s'tandas 
brothers, shoulder to shoulder, in.the in-, 
terest of humanity by their union "com-" 
polling peace and awaiting the coming-of 
the day whon "nation shall.uot lift sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more."

The overturn in the Board of Trade, by 


•which.. Sec'y Smith. WHS retired, has caused 
some, surprise among the members who 
were not present, but of late Mr. Smith, 
mftdo hims.etf so obnoxious, so partisan 
and so domineering tbat he seemed to be 
of far more importance'than the Board of 
Trade. But when he undertook; to engi- 
neer a scheme by which the choice of 
officers should rest with the directors and 
not with tha m&mbers, the latter very nat- 
urally demurred. They objected all the 
more emphatically when they saw that 
his aim 
was 
to secure, his 
re elec- 


tion annually. Of course lie could exert 
sufljcienx influence 
to 
hove directors 


chosen who would have no other secretary 
than hiinselt and in this way he would be 
free to fill any official position while ac 
the some time drawing his salary . as sec- 
retary. 


The general sentiment among members 


of the board seems to be that the board 
made a wise change. In Mr. Huse the 
board has a secretary who is thoroughly 
competent-, who is active and furthermore 
esteemed by all classes.

Under the JMcKinley tariff the aver- 


age duty on •woylen gooda was 100 per 
cent. On some leadiug importations tha 
duties \rore considerably above thatrate. 
Under the existing tariff the average 
duty is about 50 per cent, and it is esti- 
mated that this hasty pudding Christ- 
inas gift, with its mixture of ad valorem 
and specific duties, would again raise 
the average rats to about So per cent on 
all imports of woolens, including cloth- 


„ ing, blankets and flannels. Should this 


iniquity be permitted to become a law, 
of -which there is now littlo probability, 
economic housewives wonld in their 
shopping tours soon learn whether they 
pay the duty or whether it is paid by 
the foreign..manufacturers, as tho tariff 
mongers ridiculously assert. ' 


But no amount of duties, ad valorem 


or.'speciflc, could compensate the Amer- 
ican manufacturers for the loss of free 
wool. Since wool was made free in the 
existing tariff a great revolution has 
taken place in the character of its im- 
ports. 
In proof of thu completeness of 


this revolution and of the avidity with 
which American manufacturers have 
availed themselves of the freedom of ac- 
cess to the best markets for their raw 
materials, tho total importations of 
wool in the ten months beginning with 
Jan. 1, 1895, have amounted to 211,- 
057,033 pounds, of which 130,404,594 
pounds were of the higher qualities, 
which grades formerly found their way 
in comparatively small quantities to 
American mills. 
Now, however, the 


condition is totally reversed by the in- 
fluence of-froe trade. 
While under the 


McKiuley tariff the great bulk of tho 
imports of wool consisted of the cheap- 
est and coursS.it grade, the chief impor- 
tations now consist of the finest Aus- 
tralian and Andean fleeces. 


Under the McKinley act the duty on 


first class wool was 11 cents a -pound, 
and under the 
proposed 
horizontal 


schedule American manufacturers would 
bo obliged to pay a duty of 6.6 cents a: 
pound on this wool.' On second class, 
or "combing" wool, of which there 
aro now considerable importations, tho 
McKinley duty was 12 cents a. pound, 
and the manufacturers under the new 
bill would have to pay a duty of 7.2 
cents a pound on their importations. 
The JlcKinley duties on scoured wool 
of tho first and second classes were throe ; 
times .the above rates, and it is hardly j 
necessary to add that with the proposed 
restoration of 00 per cent of those-rates j 
the importation of - such woo] would be j 
prohibited. 
j 


Under the MeKinloy tariff American j 


woolen mauufactnrers did not and could 
not import, the best grades of wool in 
anything like adequate quantities. The 
proof of this is in the enormous and 
•wholly unprecedented importations of 
the finest Seecea since wool was put on 
ihe free list, a little more than a year 
ago.

Professor Cook says that his criticism 


of missionary methods applies" only to a

"It inust be confessed," ho proceeds, 


"that purchase Is 'the quickest way to 
start'a. mission school.' Let us observe'a 
typical case." A missionary comes to'Af- 
rica with the idea .that the heathen are In 
a state of hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness. He, or'more often she, finds 
that tho ben then are in no such.state of 
mind.'' It does-not take long for tho gen- 
eral conclusion to bo drawn that the ma- 
ture natives are aporversegeneration, and 
the need of working along the educational 
lines is realized. If a half civilized native 
is asked to allow his child tho advantage 
of going to "school, his probable reply will 
be, 'How much you gimme I let njy plck- 
annlny learn book?' and the missionary isi 
face to face with the foot that public senti- 
ment in Africa expects pay for accepting 
education and Christianity. 


"The missionaries aro themselves to 


blame for the existence of this unfortunate 
fact, which increases many times tho al- 
ready enormous difficulties of doing really 
successful work in Africa. 
Too' often the 


missionary^ foolish haste to get the good 
will of 'tho people has led him to buy it 
with presents. ' He' gets a temporary sem- 
blance of what he desires and loses the 
possibility of obtaining what'are infinitely 
more important to his work—the natives' 
respect and confidence. 


"Buying children is a part .of the sys- 


tem. 
The missionary soon "flnds that he 


conld work to bettecjjdvantage by haying 
children'who can bo expected to stay con- 
tinuously, and thus have the opportunity 
of prolonged - training.

are 


cheap—he will redeem them • from barbar- 
ism, 
train them for usef niness among their 


own people; etc. 


"In the "interior of Liberia boys 12 and 


14 years old were offere'd to me fo'r goods 
of cash value of about $3.

It was essentially 
a doctrine, of self-defense, promulgated 
for our own preservation and for no other- 
purpose.'-' He closed by saying: 


Whatever of advancement and of prog- 


ress for tbs human raee.the centuries shall 
bring us must largely come, in my opin- 
ion, through the spread oE the religion of 
Christ and the dominance of the English 
speaking peoples, and. wherever ydu find 
both you find communities where freedom 
exists and law Is obeyed. Blood is thicker 
than water, and until some just quarrel 
divides us, which heaven' forbid, may 
these two great nations - of the same 
speech and lineage and traditions 'stand, as 
brothers, shoulder to shoutd_er, in the'in- 
terest of humanity by their union com-' 
polling peace and awaiting the coming of 
the day when "nation shall-not lift sword 
against nation, neither shall they .learn 
war any more."
